SALT FOR ROADS 

The value of salt in road con 
struction was brought into pro¬ 
minence when Sir Malcolm 
Campbell drove his Bluebird to 
terrestial speed sovereignty at 
a rate ofl 300 miles ptar hour on 
the Bonneville Salt Flats. 

For years it has been known 
that salt could be utilized for 
road bulking purposes, a 
smooth surface being created 
through blending gravel, clay 
and salt. At present the U. S. 
Highway Research Board is 
making further study of the 
utility of common salt as a stab 
ilizing chemical for use in clay 
gravd roads. 

Similar research work has 
been carried out in Canada, 
where the studies have been un¬ 
dertaken by the salt industry, 

Aljheirta '.has extensive salt 
depositis, particularly in the 
Fort McMurray field. Drilling 
in past years confinned the be¬ 
lief that salt beds of great thick 
ness exist ther-e. 

As the new provincial gov¬ 
ernment in this province is 
: pledged to development of the 
natural resources, the means of 
I utilizinp- these northern ’cah de¬ 
posits for highway surfacing 
purposete should be thoroughly 
inlvestigated. 

Alberta needs better high¬ 
ways just as badly as it requir¬ 
es industrial expansion. Here 
is an opportunity for the gov¬ 
ernment to make a “double 
play” that wdl have wides-read 
benefits.—Voice of Motordom.
